Dies at Azusa Home

earliest pioneer merchants of San Gab- 
riel valley, died Saturday, January 10, 
at his home in Azusa, lacking but 25 
days of having rounded out a century 
of life.

Monday at the White funeral parlors, 
and inU'nnent made in Oakdale beside 
his wife, Julia Ann Williams, who died 
two years ago at the advanced age of 
eighty-seven years. 


Born of sturdy New England parent-

In 1887, he 
came to California and although not a 
young man, settled a year later in 
Azusa, then a mere trading point, and 
erected a store building.

Farming as a Business 


• 


Particular stress was laid on the problems having to do with 


The business of farming at the meeting of the western division 
of the United States chamber of commerce. 


In his talk on the subject, C. C. Teague said : 


"Agriculture is coming to lie recognized as a business 


that must have applied to it largely the same principles 
that make for success or failure in other lines of endeavor. 


"Most of the national legislation is aimed at price fix- 


ing or some form of government control, and this is fun- 
damentally unsound except in time of war, then only as a 
means of artificial stimulation of production for war pur- 
poses. 


",\ny sound legislation must be directed toward assist- 


ing the producer to help himself. The outstanding prob- 
lem of agriculture is distribution and marketing, and the 
only way T know to solve these difficulties is through de- 
velopment of cooperative marketing organizations." 
More and more we are coming to realize that farming is a 


business just as much as manufacturing or merchandising and 
that in order to succeed those engaged in farming must exercise 
even a keener judgment and greater business foresight than is 
necessary in any other business. 


It being admitted that agriculture is the basic industry of 


the nation, it follows that all other industries must, for the pur- 
pose of insuring the stability of their own future, give more 
attention to the business of agriculture. Therefore it is not 
surprising that all hands are trying to help us out. 


The thing that farmers must look out for, however, is to see 


that those who are attempting to help solve our agricultural 
problems through national legislation do not force upon us a 
remedy that is worse than the disease. 


Of one thing we feel certain, ami that is. that any attempt at 


price-fixing by federal control will be a most serious mistake 
and result in greater hardships for those engaged in the culture 
of crops so controlled.

Acceding to a demand from every section of the 
state, as voiced particularly at the statewide conservation con- 
ference in San Francisco^ on November 19, and at the general 
meeting of the Conservation Association of Southern California 
in Monrovia on December 9, the California Development asso- 
ciation has decided upon the immediate establishment of a de- 
partment of conservation to handle conservation and reforesta- 
tion work throughout California and to act as a clearing-house 
for all problems of a statewide nature connected, therewith. 


An official announcement to this effect was made recently 


by Norman H. Sloane, general manager of the association, who 
added the further news that Charles Gunn Dunwoody, former 
Pomona man but now of Pasadena, authority on conservation, 
has been appointed director of the new department. Mr. Uun- 
woouy, now president of the Pasadena Milling company, is an 
outstanding figure in conservation circles throughout the coun- 
try. 
He is a native of Missouri and was graduated from the 


Missouri state university, in which he majored in agriculture in 
1913. 
He served in the world war and since that time has been 


active in industry and business in Southern California. He^has 
been chairman of five different chamber of commerce campaigns 
in Pasadena. 


The new conservation director will take active charge of the 


broad conservation program to be presented at the next session 
cf the state legislature under the auspices of the California De- 
velopment association. This will include particularly the pro- 
tection of watersheds and maintenance of timber supply. This 
department will watch closely the progress of several amend- 
ments to existing laws relating to fire hazards. It will also take 
a commanding part in the association's plan for a systematic 
planting of trees along main highways of the state, in co-opera- 
tion wit'1 the state hiffhwav (•oirntiissiiip-iilld-othor agencies and

In writing liieso letters from time to 


time, 1 shall not attempt to sum up the 
actual proceedings of the legislature, as 
I assume the readers will follow euch 
proceedings in the regular press des- 
patches. I shall only attempt to give a 
few side lights and impressions that do 
not appear in the regular press reports. 


The most spectacular event to date 


was the election of the Speaker of the 
assembly. When Mrs. Sewell and I ar- 
rived in Sacramento, the Sunday before 
hte convening of the session, we went 
immediately to the lobby of the Hotel 
Senator. The spacious lobby was filled 
with persons engaged in earnest conver- 
sation, and it was easy to recognize 
certain individuals who were bent on 
electing a. Speaker who would be hos- 
tile to the administration. 
As one on 


the inside, I soon learned the situation 
to be that the forces opposed to the ad- 
ministration could muster 
thirty-nine 


votes, but these votes could not bo con- 
centrated on Mr. Rosenshino of San 
Francisco, so in the hopes of picking up 
the extra vote necessary to elect their 
candidate the anti-administration forces 
consolidated on Isaac Jones of Ontario, 
a very popular and capable man. The 
result of this switch was only deter- 
mined when the vote of the Assembly 
was tak *n on the roll call. You may 
well in.agine the tenseness of the mo- 
ment. As the roll was called, Mrs. Sew- 
ell sat beside me keeping a tally and, 
announcing the score as each assembly- 
man voted. The result, of course, every 
one knows at this time. The other spec- 
tacular event was the reception of the 
Governor's message. Both houses of the 
legislature convened in joint session on 
Wednesday morning to receive 
the 


Governor and hear his message. As the 
Governor entered the Assembly cham- 
ber, escorted by a committee of three 
senators and three 
assemblymen, of 


which I was one, the joint assembly 
rose 
and remained standing until the 


Governor had reached his place on the 
rostrum. The message was read by the 
Governor in a vigorous manner and, as 
you know, was full of caustic comment 
and directed against his political en- 
emies. 
Each broadside that the Gov- 


ernor delivered was received with ap- 
plause from the right and laughter from 
the left. 
The Governor 
has a keen 


sense of humor and enjoyed the situa- 
tion to the fullest extent, pausing dur- 
ing those interruptions 
to joko and 


laugh with the rest of the assemblage. 


The balance of the first session will, 


be devoted simply to the introduction 
of bills, and we expect the first session 
to adjourn by the 23rd of January.

Considers Domestic System 


The annual meeting of the Azusa Ir- 


rigating Co. was held at the city hall 
in Azusa on ^Saturday, January 10th, 
W. B. Powell, president, 
presiding. 


There was a large representation of the 
stock present, over two-thirds being in 
attendance. 


The financial statement of the secre- 


tary showed the expenses of the year 
a little in excess of $70,000, nearly $30,- 
000 of which was due to additional con- 
struction. 


The superintendent's report an pub- 


lished below is of more than passing in- 
terest to the users of water in this sys- 
tem, 
and is worthy of careful perusal. 


The superintendent, in making the re- 
port, stated that, by the installation of 
gas-engines a very material saving had 
been made in the cost of operating, re- 
ducing the expense over electricity near- 
ly two-thirds.
